Wr. have in our possession (afd hoe it 
came we know not, or frém whojn,) what 
we regard a valuable curiosity.

-| more nor less than a wee bit ofa newspaper, 
a souvenir of “those days that triéd men’s 
souls.” Itis styled “ The York Packet,” 
and was printed in Fishkill, N. Y.,in Sept.

Mr. Epitor,—Long have I in conjunction 
with others awaited the settlement of a 
missionary and school-teacher in Los An- 
geles—but in vain. 
tinued—no minister is there to break the 
Word of Life to Spanish and American resi- 
dents. No place needs the Gospel more 
than Ios Angeles. The native population 
are ignorant and degraded—though posséss- 
ing the wealth of the land. Few can read, 
and still fewer can write, whilst hundreds 
of children are brought up in idleness, ign o- 
rance and wickedness. They are super- 
stitious in religion and attached to the ‘ridic- 
lous observances of the Roman Church. 
Many have commenced to “search ‘the 
Scriptures” for themselves, and as‘a matter 
of consequence cease to attend mass. The 
little means that have been used in the dis. 
semination of religious publications in the 
Spanish language have met with sufficient 


success to justify the immediate settlement 


of a minister. The American population, 


as a rule,are not likely to favor the preach- 
ing- of the Gospel, or the establishment 
of pure morals among the people. The 
city of Los Angeles contains about 1600 
people, three-fourths of whom are native 
Californians, speaking the Spanish fan. 
guage. Around the Mission of San Gabriel, 
eight miles from Los Angeles, are settled 
about twenty American families, who need 
the services of a minister and of a teacher 
for their children. One thing is certain that 
an intelligent, active missionary could’ se- 
cure a church and school within twelve 
months, which would render foreign support 
unnecessary. There would be little regard 
as to the particular views of the minister, 
Is there no Presbyterian, Methodist, Epi 


copal, or Baptist Minister, who feels it to 
be his duty to preach Christianity to’ the 
people of Los Angeles A Baptist.

Economy or Tosacco 
Robert Ellis, surgeon, the pada editor 
of the official catalogue of the Exhibition, 
has the following remark, (vol. 1, page 180) 
which must gladden the hearts of our 
smoke-raising brethren :—The total quan- 
tity of tobacco retained for home consump- 
tion, in 1848, amounted to nearly 17,000,- 
000 lbs. North America alone produces 
annually upwards 200,000,000 Ibs. ‘The 
combustion of this mass of vegetable mate- 


rial would yield about 340,000,000 Ibs. of 


carbonic acid gas; so that the yearly in- 
crease of carbonic acid gas from tobacco- 
smoking alone cannot be less than 1,000, 
000,000 lIbs., a large contribution to the an- 
nual demand for this gas made upon the at- 
mosphere, for the vegetation of the world. 
Henceforth let no one twit the smoker with 
idleness and unimportance. Every pipe is 
an agricultural furnace—every smoker a 
manufacturer of vegetation, the consumer 
of a weed that he may rear more largely his 
own provisions.
